tunately established . people each 
year. This year these organizations 
have had difficulty in filling their 
quotas, and it is' hoped .Ui'at the 
McGill drive will help to make up.

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Charities 



The Amalgamated Charities campaign 
opf ns today. Wc cannot impress too greatly 
on the minds of students and others con- 
cerned, the importance of the work of 
charitable institutions in and around the 
City of Montreal. If figures were available, 
we could indicate far more clearly than 
mere words the absolute necessity of work 
of this type even in wartime. 

We cannot reiterate too often that the 
economic boon in wartime docs not help 
those who are incapable of working. It does 
not help the aged, the crippled, helpless 
mothers, etc., etc. 

' Moreover we cannot condemn too harsh- 
]y the student who feels proud of having 
dodged in some manner or other the student 
aolicitor. This attitude has been surpris- 
ingly prevalent in past years and it is time 
that students considered the happiness and 
welfare of those less fortunate than our- 
aelves. This deplorable condition should not 
exist in a university where the average 
mentality is 'supposedly high, and where as 
a rule students are 'supposed to be work- 
ing to render 8er\'ice to the community who 
has sanctioned their stay at the University. 

One Dollar, then, per student is the 
least students can do in this campaign, and 
if the solicitor does not get in touch with 
them they shall hand in their contribution 
to some one available such as the porters 
in. the various buildings. 



Sélective Service 

After three years of war the Govern- 
ment seems to have made little progress in 
the allocation and distribution of man- 
power. This applies especially to students 
àt the university, who upon graduation, 
while they may have excellent qualifica- 
tions for a particular branch of the services, 
are nevertheless constrained tp accept some 
post for which they are nob particularly 
suited. This is a sorry state of affairs espe- 
cially when qualified men arc needed in all 
fields requiring special abilities. Consider 
for example the cose of an engineer who 
takes the Radiolocatcrs course offéred by 
the R.C.A.F., when he is qualified to teach 
considerable portions of the course. ' 

How then can these conditions be 
remedied. The solution is obvious: institute 
a workable selective ser\'ico system. This 
would unquestionably answer many ques- 
tions and solve many problems that are 
now confronting, and will confront students 
In the near future. ' The much dÏKUnëd 
question of the Arts and allied faculties 
would no longer be a source of worry; the 
uncertainly of women's role in the war 
would readily be known; accelerated 
courses in all faculties at once become 
necessary and infinitely more fruitful to 
the country's war effort. Morèovcr mili- 
tary training for students in all faculties 
becomes essential and its purpose even more 
clearly seen but different facultiès and dif- 
ferént catègoriea will bê given different 
syllabi. 

We do not for a moment présume to tell 
the Government what to do, but this is on^ 
problem that it seems to us should have 
been aolved some time ago— the proper and 
correct distribution of manpower in the 
^med services as well as in essential War 
^lidtistries.

Wilkie vs. Churchill 

Winston Churchill, according to Wendell 
Wlllklc, shocked the world in his recent pro- 
nouncement of empire. We consider this Just 
plain nonsense on Mr. Wiltkic's part— and not 
very opportune nonsense at. that. . 

Mr. ChuKhiU 'was assuring the British peo- 
•pie that in the prêtent struggle his government 
was not overlooking the fact that the survival 
ot the British Empire was one of the counury's 
war alms. He Is merely making explicit the 
qualification every government has implicitly 
made in its participation in the United Nations' 
cause; that in addition to the preservation of 
democracy and freedom, they shall emerge 
from the war wiUi sovereignty unimpaired. 

In this connection, too many people forget 
that Great Britain, alone of the major Allied 
powers now fighting, declared war in defense 
01 a principle, not because her territories had 
been attacked. Of course Britain is Interested 
—as are all the Allies— In preserving her terri- 
tories; but she Is also obviously interested in 
preserving the rights of free men. 

If Mr. Willkio is endeavouring to make the 
United Statès appear the martyr of this war, 
giving lavishly and unselfishly of her money, 
lands and industry to save freedom, he has set 
hlmielf a very difficult task. Britons do not 
easily forget that at the time when they en- 
tèred the war, the United States were accord- 
ing to the Neutrality Act, allowed to sell muni- 
tions to either side; that at the time when 
Britain alone itood against Germany, the 
United States was lending or leasing Its war 
materials; that to date Britain has sent to Rus- 
sia five times as mai^y planes and tanks as she 
(Britain) has received from the "arsenal of De- 
mocracy"; that until Pearl Harbour the Ameri- 
cans' slogan was "Defense." Defense against 
what? Against aggression . and the seizure of 
her territories by an invading enemy. 

Britain has never denied sovereignty to 
those of her possessions that were capable of 
using it; Canada, Australia and New Zealand 
entered the war of their own free will, while 
Eire remained neutral. The power of the ef- 
fort of these dominions, voluntarily carried 
through, is a cogent argument for the retention 
of this principle of empire. 

Let's have a little less martyrdom among the 
United Nations, and a more realistic apprecia- 
tion of Juat what we are fighting for.

The Wiilkle Problem 

It was Indeed difficult to decide whether or 
not Mr.' Francis Allen's letter criticizing Mr. 
Wendell Willkie (among other things) 'even de- 
served the pauing tribute of a reply, when one 
realizes how ridiculously naive almost every- 
thing he said lo obviously was. 

Let us examine his letter in some detail: 

A. First of all, he postulates that criticism 
of Allied leaders can do nought but foster mis- 
trust and discontent. Perhaps it may be of in- 
terest to Mr. Allen to learn that criticism is à 
fundamentsJ attribute of our precious demo- 
cratic way of life, and that even those who 
walk in high places are not exempt from such. 
Leaders are not God-given personages endowed 
with infallibility -and inunune from all human 
weakncssesl'-'Yet some are appalled when 
Wiilkle. together with many other persons of 
high intellectual standing, level not unjust 
criUcIsm at certain portions of Churchill's latest 
speech! 

B. Mr. Allen further states quite boldly that 
there Is no reason why Britain should not con- 
tinue to govern her possessions so long as these 
possessions were willing to remain under Brit- 
ish protectorste. "If Canada or Australia want- 
ed Independence," he continues, "they would 
not hesitate to ask for it, and they would dis- 
cuss it with Great Britain." If we make the 
logical Inferences it would sèem, first, that all 
British colonies, apart from India, are perfectly 
contented with British rule, and secondly, that 
if they are not, they could simply ask their kind 
British God-fathers lor independence and auto- 
matically receive it. It is evident that Mr. 
Alleii is writing from unfortunate ignorance on 
the subject of Imperialism and of Brltish..Col- 
onial Government generally. Let us be fràitk 
and reslistic. It is a truism that the greatest 
friends of England are those who most clearly 
see her faults. Let no one ever harbour the 
idea that the situation In Uie British Colonies 
all over the world is one of blissful serenity 
and uncomplaining contentment It is^tootip- 
parent to those who know, that imperialism is 
pleasing only to those who are its direct repre- 
sentaUves. When WUlkle states that Imperial- 
ism holds no place i;i the new order to which 
we all look forward, he is voicing the slncercst 
sentiments of the vast majority of people 
throughout the world. When Churchill main- 
tains that the Atlantie Charter does not appâ- 
te India, when he further Implies that England 
intends to hold what she has, he is certainly 
open to violent criticism from all freedom-lov- 
ing ciUzens. It is not necessary now to plunge 
into the burning subject of India, about which 
country the vast majority of Canadians are so 
disconcertingly IghoranL Suffice it to say, how- 
ever, that the history of British imperialism in 
India Is not one of altruism, unselfishness, or 
glorious humanitarianlsm. It is deplorable from 
the point of view, of India and of the Allies 
generally that no aetUément hu been reached. 
But may it be stated quite stroiigly that ninety- 
five per cent of the guiU for this crime must 
be laid at the feet of the British. (If onyone 
desires to dispute this point, I and many oUiers 
will be only too willing to oblige.) 

C. Let us finally isolate from Mr. ^lien's 
letter a most amazing contradiction which can- 
not fail to atrike tven the most unthinking in- 
dividual. Is It possible to reconcile the fol- 
lowing statements? 

1. "In any evtnt it (the question of inde- 
pendence, etc.,) is a problem that concerns sole- 
ly Utose parUes directly affected, 

2. (Mr. WUlkie) "is eager to ingratiate him- 
self with à powerful but isolationist section of 
the Afflêreân public."

film of today is almost pure propaganda with 
very little or no attempt being made to obtain 
a 'partially decent story to back it up.

Our 
young hero seems to be taking quite a fancy 
in her till he learns who she is and that she is 
a newshound trying to avenge her brother. Dis- 
gusted he joins the Ferry Command only to 
And that his former employee U now his In- 
structor. In their first trans-Atlantic flight the 
two patch their differences just before they 
reach their destination. 

From here the two. return home* to join the 
ïi.C.KS. and get their coounlssions in tho Air 
Force. The last scene is the only first rate one 
in the film. It depicts an air-raid on the power 
plants near Berlin and the resulting heroic 
actions of Richard Greene in which he proves 
that he has come to realize that life is much 
more than a series of drunken brawls. 

Carla Lehmann as "Sky" Kelly's sister is not 
given an opportunity to display her acting 
ability but is only permitted to show off her 
charms. Perhaps the best performance is that 
of Sidney King in his d>'namic characteriza- 
tion of Wing Commander the Lord of Otter- 
Shaw. The other actors turn in adequate if not 
remarkable performances. < . 

The added attraction featuring Russcl Hay- 
den, Anita Louise, and Noah Beery Jr., is a 
class B production. It shows the trials and 
tribulations of a New York haclde, taxi-cab 
driver, and his efforts to save up enough money 
to buy a filling-station. The program is round- 
ed out by a marine band short and a remark- 
ably comical cartoon.

"You Can't Escape Forever," the feature pic- 
ture at the Princess this week is happily not 
at all what might be expected from the title. 
Nowhere docs the story descend to the level ol 
Uie "tear-jerker," or the everyday love story 
with its usual storms, and the inevitable happy 
ending in the last reel.

The former built up 
plenty of suspense from beginning to end, and 
the latter helped to break it up with comedy. 
There was also a ibua full of other people, end 
the saiioteurs Vhô ifnoved in and out of the pic- 
ture with the plot There was no lagging in 
the action, and the film was quite good on the 
whle, though nowhere outstanding.
